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Although there is no evidence that the Thailand-Malaya border is being 
developed ag a major line of communication with Communist organizations 
outside Malaya, 1t continues to present an obstacle in the Security 
Forces’ campaign against Communist-deminated terrorists in Malaya. 


It is evident that Chinese are crossing the border from Thailand into 

Malaya almost continuously. Some of these are merely illegal immigrants 

going south with the monsoons, but under such cover Commumists could 

also enter. Activity of this kind is expected to increase now that - 
Hainan is in Communist hands. 


Because of the absence of Thai coastal patrols and the laxity of har 
immigration authorities, illegal entry could be made into Thailand by 
boat and thence across the border into Malaya. +
